In addition to entertaining at

illustiated a small handbook on 
magic to be distiibuted among the 
peisonriel wishing to startle friends 
and captuie the girl. It doesn't con- 
tain the secret to Ralph's -very own 
tuck, tne shooting of a canary into 
a light bulb. Tnat's his pnde and 
joy and if you've seen it. you will 
Know thai Ralph Wellington per- 
lected it.

Report U. S. to 
Export A-Fuel 


Will Permit Operation of 
Atomic Power Stations 


GENEVA (&)—The Uniteb States was reported today 


to have"~decfded to "export to certain countries atomic fuel 
of a grade sufficient to operate atomic power stations. 


This information came from a 


highly qualified source who said 
Belgium probably would be the 
first nation to get such fuel. 


Up to now the United States has 


not shipped any atomic fuel abroad 
but it had agreed to supply 27 
countries with enough 20 per cent 
enriched uranium to operate one 
research reactor. 


Leading 
atomic 
scientists—in- 


cluding Dr. H. J. Bhabha of India, 
president of the current atomic 
conference—say atomic fuel rich 
enough to operate a power station 
is also of possible weapon grade. 


For Research 


The 20 per cent enriched fuel, 


however, is considered usable only 
for research and creation of radio 
isotopes. 


It could not be learned to which 


other countries besides Belgium 
the richer, power grade fuel would 
be sent, but they apparently will 
be only thpse which have closest 
ties of friendship with the United 
States. 


Even then, it was learned, the 


United Stales will insist on having 
inspection rights to make sure the 
fuel is being used only to operate 
power stations. 


Lewis L. Strauss, chairman of 


the U.S. Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion, made it clear at a news con- 
feience earlier this week the Unit- 
ed States would not send any re- 
actors or atomic fuel to any Iron 
Curtain nation 


The decision, of the United States 


to export atomic fuel of power 
grade is understood to be based 
primarily on the feeling it would 
be fairly simple to detect any mis- 
use of the fuel. 


None of the fuel being supplied 


to foreign countries is being sold 
outright, the informant said, it is 
merely being leased. Thus, in the 
event of any questionable use, the 
supply could be quickly withdrawn. 


It was understood that Belgium 


would be the first to get power 
grade fuel because of the impor- 
tan 
in the development of the atomic 
power program 
in the 
United 


States. 


As far back as the Franklin D. 


Roosevelt administration when the 
United States had only the barest 
uranium resources, it was said that 
Belgium contributed generous sup- 
plies. 


For this reason, Belgium was 


promised the most favorable treat- 
ment when and if atomic resources 
reached the point when they could 
be sent to other countries.

E W SFAPEs 


Summer Gardening 
Need Not Be Chore 


Follow Regular Plan of 
Dusting, Watering, Etc. 


By HENRY FREE 


Summer care of the garden need 


not be much of a chore if one ob- 
serves certain requirements. 


First comes regular spraying 


or dusting to control insect pests 
and diseases. Second is feeding 
with a complete fertilizer. Third 
comes watering, followed by prun- 
ing, cultivation and mulching in 
any order you choose. 


Spraving: or dusting for the pres- 


ervation of the foliage is of utmost 
importance because all the food of 
a plant is manufactured in the 
leaves. Thus protection should start 
as soon as leaf development begins 
in spring and continue until frost. 
To wait until the damage is done 
can be disastrous. . 


Spraying. Dusting 


Spraying or dusting should take 


place every 10 days or two weeks, 
and oitener in wet periods. And, if 
insects 
suddenly appear, 
even 


though you sprayed yesterday, get 
out your gun and '.ripe them out. 
This is especially true of aphids— 
tiny sucking insects which drain 
the life of a plant, but which suc- 
cumb to a Black Leaf 40 or Lin- 
dane spray. 


Feeding with • a fertilizer which 


has a 4-12-4 or similar formula is 
satisfactory for all plants. It has 
enough nitrogen and potash for 
growth, and sufficient phosphorus 
for flowering and root growth, if 
your carrots or beets happen to be 
the subject. 


For rhododendrons, azaleas and 


evergreens in general, 
the old 


gardener suggests using one part 
of a 4-12-4 fertilizer and three parts 
cottonseed meal. Use two to five 
heaping tablespoons to a plant, de- 
pending upon the size of each plant. 
Spread it around in a thin layer, 
then cultivate and water it in. Re- 
peat every three weeks until late 
August. 


Water is important. It prevents 


the plant from wilting, enables the 
soil organisms to break down the 
organic matter into simpler forms 
so they are available to the plant. 
It helps the soil acids to break 
down the insoluble mineral com- 


pounds in both the soil and fertiliz- 
ers, and it replaces the water re- 
moved from the plant by transpira- 
tion. 


Remove, Prune 


Faded flowers 
should be re- 


moved to encourage new growth, 
and in many instances, to induce 
a second crop of flowers. Light 
pruning of roses is advised as most 
of the hybird teas will bloom inter- 
mittently if faded flowers -and 
about 15 to 20 per cent of the old 
wood is removed. 


The same holds true of the large 


flowered climbers, but do not be 
too severe for it is on the old wood 
that next year's bloom comes. In 
all cases dead and diseased wood 
must be removed. 


Keep down weeds. Keep all di- 


seased leaves fro mthe beds, and 
cultivate lightly enough to keep the 
surface loose and clean. If you 
wish to reduce the chore of culti- 
vation, preserve soil moisture as 
well as keep down the weeds, then 
mulch .with peat moss, shredded 
sugar cane, ground com cobs, or 
any other appropriate and avail- 
able material. 


2 Small Furnaces 
Better Than One 
In a Large House 


For a large house, two or more 


small furnaces with zoned distri- 
bution of heat are always better 
than one large one. says the Heat- 
ing and Air Conditioning Institute 
of Wichita, Kan. 


In a zone system, one furnace 


might heat the first floor, with the 
other furnace for the second floor. 
Or one side of the dwelling might 
be on one furnace, with the second 
furnace for the other side. 


Each furnace should be located 


as near as possible to the zone it 
serves. The engineers point out that 
when this is done the heating pipes, 
or "runs," which carry the warm 
air to the rooms, are shorter than 
they would be with one big central 
furnace. Less heat then is lost be- 
tween the furnace and the room 
outlets, and cost of operation us- 
ually is less. 


More sensitive temperature con- 


trol is a. major advantage. Sepa- 
rate thermostats enable the heat 
in each zone to be regulated inde- 
pendently of the others.

Protection against falls and phy- 


tical injuries is vital, and elderly 
family members should be able to 
perform their ordinary household 
tasks without undue fatigue. In- 
stallation of asphalt tile flooring 
will give non-slip walking 
safety 


and cushioned underfoot comfort. 
The 
easy maintenance 
of this 


sturdy floor covering will lighten 
their household work. 


The use of ramps, instead of 


stairways, both inside and outside 
the house, also will help prevent 
accidents and over-exhaustion. A 
ramp should be genlly sloping, and 
its flooring also should have a, non- 
skid, easy to walk on and care 
for surface. A continuous handrail, 
placed at a height of 32 inches, is 
recommended for ramps more than 
two feet long. 


Because the health of elderly 


persons often is adversely affect- 
ed by extremes of heat or cold, 
a home owner should make sure 
that adequate warmth and ventila- 
tion are provided. This might be 
done through installation of a sys- 
tem that affords year-around inter- 
ior climate control.

In this reply was nothing but contempt for the Unit- j 
fed States, for free men, for anyone who puts value on indi- 
vidual human life.

But Red China's ready dismissal of its own brutalities is 


a sad miscalculation.

We and all free men want an easing of tensions in Asia 


as we want it in Europe. But as a price for that relaxation, 
ive are not prepared to condone criminal tortures or any 
other of the familiar forms of Communist outlawry.

We are talking with Peiping these days not because we 


^.t last endorse the Red regime unofficially, but because we 
will resort to any practical device which might promise free- 
Jlom for wrongfully imprisoned Americans. 


Peiping should already understand thoroughly, how- 


ever, that in our quest for that goal we will not play the 
Communists' game. We flatly refuse their demand that in 
exchange for their release of some 40 civilians now either in 
5ail or denied exit, we should give the Peiping authorities 
some kind of control over 5000 Chinese students in the 
JJnited States.

There can be no such bargain because there is no paral- 


lel between persons wrongfully detained and a large group 
of students who have to America of their own free will. 
None of these latter is in jail, and all have been assured they 
may return to Red China if they wish. 


This is a crass performance, of a piece with Peiping's 


contemptuous shrug over the torture of our fliers. It sug- 
gests that the Communist Chinese are not yet fit even to 
have a look at the U. N.'s back door, let alone to make a dig- 
nified entry out front. 


If hereafter there is in fact an easing of Asian tensions, 


we must assume it does not reflect a change of heart at Pei- 
ping, but rather a chance of circumstances which forces the 
Communists' hand. We are learning not to look for signs 
of humanity from China's primitives.

The two said they made three

It was not the first time the 


Marvel had been in trouble. Twice 
last summer she rubbed bottom, 
in July when she sprang a leak 
and sank on a Wicomico River 
mudbank and in August when she 
grounded at the mouth of the Chop- 
tank River. Later the Coast Guard 
found her, radio dead but safe, a 
few miles south of Annapolis. Still 
later she limped into Baltimore 
with owner Meckling explaining 
she had encountered a squall and 
some of the crew had jumped ship. 


The Marvel was a familiar sight 


or. the bay since her launching in 
1891. Most of her life was devoted 
to hauling fertilizer and lumber. 
She switched to the tourist trade 
after World War H. reaching a 
peak of activity in 1946-47. 


Mechling, a native of Gary, Ind., 


bought the Marvel last year for 
$18,000.

Unborn Children, 
Scientists Warn 


GENEVA tS>— American scien- 


tist* wam*d today that caution 
rtMTuM be used in X-raying women 
of child bearing age left the un- 
born infant b« injured.

This report was made by L. B. 


Russell and W. L. Russell of the 
AEC's Oak Ridge, Tenn., national 
laboratory. 


The two researchers told of the 


effects of radiation on mouse em- 
bryos which they said presumably 
could be applied to humans. 


The potential radiation hazard 


to embryos is greatest, they said, 
during the period of major forma- 
tion of the bodily organs—that is 
from the second to the sixth or 
seventh week of pregnancy for the 
human mother. 


"Irradiation of pregnant women 


has long been avoided in good 
medical practice," t h e y said. 
"However, this does not protect the 
embryo during its most sensitive 
phase, namely during the period of 
major organogenesis (organ forma- 
tion)." 


In another report to the confer- 


ence, Dr. D. E. Clark of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago said statistical 
studies suggest that use of X-rays 
in infancy and early childhood for 
treatment of enlarged tonsils and 
adenoids, sinus trouble, whooping 
cough and other "benign" condi- 
tions of the head, neck and chest 
might contribute to causing cancer 
of the thyroid gland in late child- 
hood and adolescence.

Averell Harnman of New York, 
they cut out of the resolution words 
that might have been interpreted 
as approving Eisenhower's propo- 
sal for financing this long range 
program.

said the Federal Government ought 
to put back into roads "far more" 
than the piesent 875 million dol-

on highway users. 


Congiess expects to come to 


grips with the highway problem 
eaily in the nevt session, beginning 
in January- It. has rejected Eisen- 
hower's bond financing plan, but 
also has shelved an alternative bill 
which would increase gasoline and 
other taxes to pay for the new 
roads. 


The Governors' choice of Langlie 


to succeed Demociatic Gov. Rob- 
ert F. Kennon of Louisiana was in 
Keeping with their tradition of al- 
ternating between Republican and 
Democratic chaiimen. 


Langlie, a 55-year-old thiid term- 


er and a staunch Eisenhower sup- 
porter, may be on the firing line m 
next year's election. He has been 
urged by Republican national party 
officials to mn for the Senate 
against Demociatic Sen Wauen 
Magnuson. He has said, however, 
he wouldn't be inteiested in such 
a race until it is ccitain that Ei- 
senhower will seek leelection. 


Almost every Republican govei- 


nor who attended the 47th annual 
confeience 
lieie 
expressed 
the 


opinion that Eisenhower would run 
again and be reelected. 


Democrats were divided, with in- 


dications that a majority would 
back Adlai E. Stevenson, the 1952 
nominee, who has said he will an- 
nounce his plans in Novembei. 
Stevenson's aides have no doubt 
he will run again. 


Harriman continued his public 


support of Stevenson but showed 
no annoyance when some of his 
colleagues suggested that he him- 
self might make a good nommee. 
Gov. 
Allan Shivers of Texas said 


he would vote for "piactically any- 
body," i n c l u d i n g a Republi- 
can, rather than back Stevenson. 


But Gov. Frank Clement of Ten- 


nessee, a Stevenson rooter, said he 
hadn't found any signs of a possi- 
ble Democratic lebellion against 
Stevenson in the south.
